past administrations. Since inaugura- 
tion particularly the sessions have not 
lasted an average of an hour and In 
many cases they have occupied much 
less time.

The president's method is to spend 


n few mlnut»s In general discussion 
and then retire from the cabinet loom 
to his adjacent office there recelvina 
in the order of their rank the indi- 
vidual members of the cabinet. 


The impression that Mr. Coolidge 


sits down and talks over major poli- 
cies with the whole cabinet has been 
gradually erased front the mind-? of 
the correspondents who haie noted 
each week that the cabinet officeis 
never come out in a group any more 
but emerge singly. In effect the cab- 
inet meeting hi«5 been superceded by 
individual confei ences. 


EMULATES WILSON 


The- late President 
"Wilson 
tried 


practically the same thing and went 
so far as to eliminate scheduled- meet- 
ings asking his cabinet se*ytari«>s <o 
see hflV- only when they hadvmattere 
to bring to his attention. Editorial 
criticism of Mr. Wilson was bitter on 
the ground that he was not submit- 
ting to the judgment of his colleagues 
and that he was establishing 
"one 


man government." 
"While Mr. VTil 


son defended the method as one that 
dispatched public businer.s he relu<-t- 
antly yielded to public opinion and IB 
sumed the meetings. 


The practical side of the 
cabinet 


meeting idea has never been under 
stood as well on the outside as on 
the Inside. Aeain and again the cab- 
inet has under pa'st administrations 
developed lengthy debate in 
which 


the cabinet officer who had a partlcu 
Tar matter in charge had to run the 
gauntlet of criticism 
and 
analysis 


made by his colleagues. 
Sometimes 


the debate wa<? beneficial, sometimes 
it developed e\en more confusion. 


TOOK ADVICE ' 


Mr. Harding liked to lay matters be- 


fore the cabinet as a whole and listen 
to the debate, lie was guided largely 
by the concensus of opinion" of his 
cabinet though he frequently took the 
advice of individual cabinet members 
and withheld topics from general d 
cusston.

Dome leases were never brought b» 
fore the cabinet meeting for general 
discussion or there would have been 
some discussion on the legality of the 
proposals. 


MEANS POWER 


As Mr. Coolidge has developed it. 


the cabinet secretaries 
arc exactly 


what they are supposed to be by sta 
tute. namely, administrative officers 
at the head of their respective de< 
partmcnts rosiwnsible only to the 
president who appoints them and has 
the power to remove them. 


The Coolldpe. method 
means al«!O 


more power to the individu.il cabinet 
member than under the old scheme. 
"Whereas a cabinet officer who had a 
large policy In the making had to sub- 
mit to the criticism of his colleagues. 


There IF no doubt that they appre- 


ciate the fro« hand they are being giv- 
en by Mr. Coolidge in being permitted 
not only to run their own departments 
but to proclaim important policies of 
their own Initiative "and without hav- 
ing to discuss them with other cabinet 
officers who presumably cannot be a? 
familiar an they are with the fact*.

These three bills covered the following vital 


•ubjects. 


The bill for the consolidation of useful com- 


missions, boards, etc., and the elimination of 
•useless ones. Notwithstanding the fact that two 
month? or more were spent in preparing this 
bill, and that It was modeled after the Penn- 
Bjlvania law which saved Pennsylvania $29.000- 
000 in two years, the administration leaders 
claimed that It was loosely drawn, and further 
claimed that Wisconsin has no boards, commis- 
sions, or inspectors that it can spare. This bill 
was beaten by a tie vote three times in the 
•enate, Lieut. Gov. Huber casting the deciding 
vote against it in each case.

the salaries of the members and secretaries, the 
total number of people employed in each such 
department, and the total expenditure of money 
each year by each such department. This was 
only asking that the people be given information 
about their own affairs. 
Taken by surprise, 


the administration could not prevent its pas- 
sage through both houses although the Gov- 
ernor sent a special message to both houses 
pointing out that it could not be done because it 
•would need a special appropriation. By a lot of 
political jockeying, the resolution after passage 
•was referred to the Joint Finance ^Committee, 
or rather a. supplementary resolution was re- 
ferred to this committee to carry out the man- 
date of the legislature. This committee re- 
ceived the'resolution on or about Feb. 10th and 
then buried it in the committee where It still 
•lumbers while the Blue Book w lying printed. 


Though "these thr<»e bills and resolutions 


are dead in the legislature of 1325. they still 
lh» with the people, and sooner or later, all of 
them will become laws of our state. I am wil- 
ling to tw^come a crusader for these measures 
and know that I have the support of the press 
and of the people in these matters.

In these matters.

1 Titus introduced and which this news- 
paper supported -were in the public in- 
terest or not.

ARTERIOSCLEROSIS 


Is Jt possible, naks C. A. II.. that at tho ago of 


23 oven though my life as a school teacher is 
physically very sedentary (lazy?) I could be de- 
veloping arteriosclerosis? I seem to have voeveral 
symptoms—diwy opollp, short breath and morn- 
hiK headache. 


Before wt> try to answer this query let us un- 


derstand1 clearly that tho symptoms 
mentioned 


have nothing to do with early arteriosclerosis. The 
young teacher Is misinformed about that—as aro 
most laymen about most health or disease ques- 
tions. It Is the natural result of (a) tho studied 
neglect of tho whole subject of health education 
by our public ichools. (b) the credulity of Isnor- 
ance. and (3) the license wo grant the quacks and 
nostrum makers to decelvo and defraud credulous 
laymen. It Is a weird fact that there are some- 
thing llko 900 persons or firms who havo been 
convicted of fraud in tho United States courts 
now in business defrauding tho credulous laity. 
A confessed or convicted crook enjoys good stand- 
ing in the strango ethics of modern business, pro- 
vided only he does the business. 


It Is evident to me. In tho letters I receive, that 


people generally have but vague notions of the 
nature and significant of arteriosclerosis—hard- 
ening of the arteries, ancll gather that the aver- 
ago layman's conception of "high blood pressure" 
<? even more erratic. It is perfectly obvious, at the 
same time, where the 
popular 
misinformation 


comes from. 
It is propagated in the "literature" 


of the quacks the nostrum makers. The enormous 
business of these convicted and" unconvicted frauds 
depends largely upon two main supports or props. 
First, the mystery with which they surround their 
wares or treatments: and second, the 
effective 


way in which they keep the prospects misinformed. 


I am not going to suggest here what symptoms 


ndlcate beginning or advanced arteriosclerosis, nor 
am I going to give any symptoms which indicate 
High blood pressure-. My advice to anybody who 
wishes to know whether he has beginning arterio- 
sclerosis or high blood pressure is that he consult 
a physician and find out. I know that a great 
deal of harm is being done by guess work as to 
these states and by unwise treatment followed as 
a consequence of the bad guessing. But I think 
it Is good for every one's health to know that the 
Wood pressure may be higher than the normal as 
a feature of innumerable disease conditions, both 
functional and organic (if you must havo a dis- 
tinction, where there Is no difference). This being 
true. It is plainly a mistake to monkey with reme- 
dies or treatments purporting to bo "good for blood 
pressure" without regard for the particular condi- 
tion, responsible for the high blood pressure in the 
given case. 
No doubt the functional stage of arteriosclerosis 


begins years before the condition becomes organi- 
cally evident to the physician, but it Is unusual to 
encounter arteriosclerosis In a person under 35. A 
man under 30 who has been exposed to alcoholic, 
lead, syphilitic, or septicemic poisoning, or who has 
been guilty of habitual overeating or excessive 
smoking, is likely to have tho arteries of a normal 
man of 60. 
I have a letter dealing with high blood pressure 


and another dealing with arteriosclerosis, which I 
should1 be glad to send to readers who havo either 
or both conditions.

"When I 
discover where Ideas that have gained 
wide acceptance or at least have been 
widely discussed come from there Is 
a sense of mental adventure about 
the discovery.

the roots of many of the ideas that 
Bernard Shaw has

of both Butler and Shaw. 


Take the case of Woodrow "Wil- 


son. Immaterial -whether one regards 
"Wilson as the greatest man of his 
generation, as some do, or as a more 
or less stubborn and mistaken idea- 
list, as many others do, or even as 
a 
colossal egotist, as tho "bitter 


enders" probably still do. The fact 
remains that "Wilson occupied a com- 
manding place in the history of bis 
time and, he occupied^ that place not 
by mere chance but" because of tho in- 
tellectual 'and spiritual ideas and 
Ideals that beheld, whether those ideas 
and ideals were right or wrong or a 
mixture of both.

And 
we know, as Wilson must have felt 
when he wrote the essay, that blind 
partisanship does not seem to the 
average man to be synonymous with 
great statesmanship. Tet Wilson'even 
hen probably felt himself potential- 
y at least a great statesman. Burke's 
ntense - partisanship is only an In- 
cident in the great man's story which 
need not have been emphasized. But 
Wilson lays great stress on it and 
shows from Burke's own words why 
s Is necessary for a statesman to be 
an Intense partisan. 


That Is merely an Illustration. He 


goes through the whole catalog of 
Burke's qualities as a statesman and 
In almost every Instance what we 
enow of Wilson as a statesman today 
agrees with what Wilson thought of 
3urke as a statesman when he wrote 
the essay.

this is- not at all accusing Wilson of 
being secondhand. 
Every man. no 


matter how great, forms his mind 
or other minds and Wilson at least 
had the good sense to choose for his 
hero and spiritual godfather ono of 
Lhe greatest political thinkers in Eng- 
lish history. 
The essay on Burke is infinitely 


more interesting today in the light 
<xt recent history than it was 30 years 
ago when first published.

The seals ate the flsh nearly 
as fast as the fishermen could catch 
them, for a time, and often tore empty 
nets to pieces as If they were bent on 
showing their dislike at finding their 
'dinner buckets" empty. 


On ono occcaslon the seals swarmed 


Into the fishermen's favorite haunts 
in such numbers that the gunboat H. 
M. S. Doon ,\vas dispatched to Car 
narvon Bay and with the aid of res' 
Idents along the coast, who brought 
out their hunting pieces. 15 seals were 
killed in one drive, but oven this did 
not put an end to the pest. Another 
time, Ijord AVavertreo and a party ol 
friends who were playing golf, saw a 


ove^of seals sunning themselves on 


the rocks and, abandoning golf sticks 
for rifles, killed five one day and six. 
the next. 


It has been established 
that the 


seals have a breeding placo in caves 
near Nevln, and the government is 
considering what steps to take to rk 
the coast of the nuisance. The^seals 
of this colony are known as the com 
mon seal and the gray seal, which 
have inhabited various parts of the 
British coasts for many generations 
but not in such numbers, ordinarily 
as to cause such an inconvenience to 
fishermen.
